About seven o’clock Sunday night, 
William McFrier a negro from Mem¬ 
phis, Tenn., shot Maria Harris, a 
colored girl aged eighteen, twice, with 
a pistol, in a house in Gaines’ Alley. 
One of the bullets took effect in the 
thigh of the girl, while the other 
found a lodging in her breast. It is 
said that there was no quarrel pre¬ 
ceding the fight, but evidently there 
had beeif some misunderstanding 
which led up 'U> the action of McFrier. 

After firing two shots, both of 
w'hich took effect, McFrier ran from 
the alley to Broadway and thence 
down that street in the direction of 
the L. & N. bridge. The police were 
notified of the occurrence, but after 
diligent search failed to locate the 
guilty party and he ia still at large. 
The woman, who was the victim of 
the desperate assault is badly wound¬ 
ed, and now lies in a precarious con¬ 
dition from the effects. , 

During the time of the building of 
the New Capitol and the Highland 
Railroad many Tennessee negroes 
were employed in their construction. 
’These proved to be fighters when 
they came in contact with the home 
coons, and so many of the latter have 
been cut and shot by rthem within 
the last year that the very mention 
of “Tennessee nigger’’ ia enough to 
make the Frankfort blackbirds take 
to the tall and uncut without more 
ado. 


Quite a dangerous fire was that 
which occurred in a cottage at the 
comer of Ann and Blanton streets, 
Saturday evening last, at nine o’clock. 
The cottage was the property of 
Thos. Brooks, colored, and was al¬ 
most totally destroyed by the fury 
of the destructive element before the 
blaze was extinguished. 'The fire de¬ 
partment was on band in good time, 
and did excellent work, but the delay 
in turning in the alarm caused the 
house to be almost destroyed when 
they arrived on the scene. 

’The building was occupied by seve¬ 
ral colored families, who fortunately 
frere successful in saving all their 
household goods. An old and decrep- 
id woman who was a tenant in the 
building was only saved from crema¬ 
tion by the bravery of Lizzie Brooks, | 
wife of the owner of the house. Mrs. 
Brooks was engaged in assisting the 
old woman, Rebecca Johnson by 
name, in taking a bath, when the! 
.fire broke out, and would not leave 
herself until the aged woman was 
rescued. She acted in a most unsel -1 
firfh manner under trying circum¬ 
stances and deserves special com-1 
mendation for her successful efforts 
to save a human life. j
